0 f Ferubbaal might come, and 
their Blood be 114 upon Abimelech their Brother 
which ſlew them, and upon the Men of Shechem 
which aided. him in killiug of bis Brethren. What 
great Reaſons the Children of Iſrael had to be 
grateful both towards God and the Houſe of Gz- 
deon, may be read at large in the 6th, 7th and 
8th.
